June is the last active month of our Templar year and we can now look 
at the final petition scores. The total number of petitions recoried 
is 769. This is one more than last year, but far short of our goal 

of 1,000 petitions. At the end of March we had 113 more petitions 
than at the same time in 1959 and expected that we would have a really 
good year. Results in April, May and June, however, were disappoint- 
ing and not only failed to continue the improvement, but actually 
caused the loss of the gain indicated in March, 


Seventeen commanderies, or 3%, equalled or exceeded their petition 
quotas. The 1960 honor list of commanderies in order of quota attain- 
ment is shown below. The figures in parentheses following the per- 
centages show the number of consecutive years of quota attainment,
